CHAPTER 5l.

AN ACT relating to the election or appoint-
ment of women upon school boards, or boards
of education, in cities of the second and third
classes, existing under special charters.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
xcnate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Any city of the second or third
rlass, now existing under special charter, as
defined by chapter 238, of the laws of this state,
passed in 1895, may by ordinance adopt section
2, of this act, in the manner following: Such or-
dinance shall be introduced at some regular
meeting of the common council and no action
shall be taken thereon before the next regular
meeting thereof, o some later one; and before
fina]aotion shallbetaken thereon, it shall be pub-
lished at least once in each week for three suc-
cessive weeks in the official paper, or some other
newspaper to be designated by the city council,
together with a notice of the time at which such
proposed ordinance will be considered. No city
shall be deemed to surrender any part of its spe-
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cial charter till these requirements shall have
been fully performed. The adoption of such
ordinance shall be by at least three-fourths of
all the members-cleet of the common council
voting therefor.  When adopted as herein pro-
vided, such ordinance shall be deeined a repeal
of all parts of the special charter inconsistent

therewith, and an amendment thereof, to con-

form thereto.

AN ACT to appropriate a sum of money therein
